Enclosed please find an article "Guerrillas - Our Hope In Red China," by Robert Sha , 
printed in July 21 issue of Collier's and my article "The Red Armistice Froposil," rented in 
the New York Herald Tribune on July 17* 

I have before me the 23rd report to the United Nations, covering June 1 to 1$, ;f (j B ,j«al 
Matthew B. Ridgeway, in which he says that the enemy strength in Korea had "Det-rio^ ted con- 
siderably" on the eve of Jacob Malik's proposal for a cease-fire. 

We must remember that the last Communist offensive has been broken by the Allied Pom- *ueh 
quicker than the previous ones, and with greater losses suffered by the enemy in empower, 
materiel, and strategic areas* Moreover, the number of Chinese prisoners taken durt : ? the last 
drive exceeded 10,000 - many times greater than the total number of Chinese pri sonars 'in all 
previous drives combined* 

This means that the morale of the Chinese Communist is falling. How long the Kao dit starship 
with Kremlin prodding it can go on hurling masses of men into the Korean holocaust, rhUe its 
economy crumbles in the rear and it cultivates the hatred of its own people by i"equi t iMons and 
brazen massacres oftana of thousands of its best citizens, no one is prepared t > gw^u But 
well informed men in Hong Kong and Formosa, in constant touch with Communist China, t, 3 S ub» that 
another Communist offensive against the withering U.N. fire power might well de-ttro^ A* remain- 
ing spirit of Chinese soldiers, as it did that of the North Korean forces last xall‘ <»Mch re- 
sulted in their mass surrender and anihilation. This is why Mr. Malik comes up wit! it* offer 
of an armistice now to forestall a serious Communist setback and defeat. Malik and S-alln want 
Korea permanently divided in two, after her suffering nearly 3 million casualties a? result 
of the Communist invasion of South Korea — a telling lesson for all other nations it ifaa oath 
of Communist aggression not to listen to the babble of the American "Imperialisms** t r 1 phrase- 
mongers. 

That’s why we must indignantly reject the Commujlist terms of cease-fire as the creatt Jt hoax 
ever perpetrated on a nation in the sight of victory. 

It is no secret that the Chinese Comnunists are planning, with the help of Kremfiin, t orgmize 
an army of 8 to ID million, twice the size of the Soviet Russian Army, in proportion no its 
huge population of 500 million, and to invade and conquer not only Indo-China, Lurms f Thailand, 
Formosa, the Philippines, Japan, but also the Uhited States, Canada ^Australia. The r al ization 
of this plan, even a part of it, by the Communists may be accomplished in a few raontn or a few 
years after the armistice has been concluded. Then we shall have to face an e array ma y times 
stronger and bolder, in an atomic and all-destructive war that will pale the present -crean 
campaign into insignificance.

To put a permanent end to Communist aggression in the Fay Bast, on which Stalin noun fc heavily 
in his quasi for world domination, the Communist control over 500 million Chine* e mu . be 
broken, and now is the best and perhaps the only time we can do it, before the ( ammiss acquire 
good atonic bombs and plenty of them. But it must be done primarily, not by our boys, out by 
the Chinese anti- c ommunists of Formosa and their guerrillas on the Chinese Mainland * .0 are 
anxious to fight for freedom now because they have already had a foretaste of Ctsnaun t t als- 
rule and slavery.
